There are now 1264! members on the 
pension roll, and many more may be cared for. Members who 
have passed sixty years of age, and have been in good standing 
for twenty consecutive years, are eligible, and it is known there 
are more of these than have applied. The fund is raised by an 
assessment which amounts to 35 cents per month per member, and 
on this basis a comfortable surplus is accumulating above the pen- 
sion expense. The pension amounts to $4 per week and shows 
what industrial organizations accomplish when they start in the 
right direction.

display room. A man is to be kept 
constantly in charge of the building 
to look after both the Pacific Elec- 
tric’s passenger business and to im- 
part information to those who de- 
sire it regarding the city of Upland. 

The Chamber of: Commerce is to 
name a man to go into further de- 
tails with the Pacific Electric as to 
the interior arrangement of the new 
station, and when plans are com- 
pleted the contract for the erection 
of the building will be let. 

Upland citzens have contributed 
$1000 toward the building, to cost in 
the neighborhood of $4000.
